Frank  E.  Clark,  Frank  A.  Clarke,  Frank  M.  Clark

National  bank  notes  are  signed  by  the  cashier  and  the  president 
or  by  other  officers  of  the  bank.  If  you  don't  have  an  unusual 
name  and  are  lucky,  maybe  you  can  find  a  national  bank  note 
with  an  officer  who  has  the  same  name  as  you!  I  have  found 
two  signers  of  nationals  with  names  close  to  mine  of  "Frank  E. 
Clark".  The  first  one  was  the  cashier  of  The  Austin  National 
Bank  of  Chicago,  Illinois,  charter  number  10337  -  "Frank  A. 
Clarke".  "Frank  A.  Clarke"  signed  both  large  and  small  size 
nationals  as  cashier  of  this  bank.  A  1929  Type  1  S10  on  this 
bank  is  pictured  to  show  his  engraved  signature.  The  photo  is 
courtesy  of  Tim  Kyzivat.  A  Third  Charter  national  on  this  bank 
pen-signed  by  Mr.  Clarke  resides  in  the  ANA  collection 
donated  by  Aubrey  Bebee. 


The  second  bank  that  I  will  discuss  is  The  Birmingham 
National  bank  of  Derby,  Connecticut,  charter  number  1098  and 
is  not  as  rare  as  The  Austin  National  Bank.  This  bank  had  a 
cashier  by  the  name  of  "Frank  M.  Clark"  who  signed  both  large 
and  small  size  national  bank  notes.  A  $5  1902  Plain  Back  with 
the  hand-stamp  signature  of  "Frank  M.  Clark"  is  pictured  along 
with  a  1929  Type  1  $5  to  show  Mr.  Clark's  engraved  signature. 
These  are  notes  that  I  am  glad  to  have  added  to  my  own 
collecion!  Also,  I  would  like  to  know  if  Mr.  Clark  pen-signed 
any  large  size  nationals. 
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Needless  to  say,  nationals  can  be  rewarding  in  many  ways. 
They  are  also  a  joy  to  collect. 
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CANADA’S  CIRCULATING  DOLLARS 
1968-1987

If  you  are  looking  for  a  series  to  collect,  that  is  historically 
interesting  and  will  not  break  the  bank,  may  I  suggest  the 
Canadian  Dollar  coins  issued  between  1968  and  1987.  Like 
most  nations,  Canada  gave  up  the  minting  of  silver  coins  for 
circulation  after  its  centennial  issues  of  1967.  New  coins  of 
100%  nickel  replaced  the  80%  silver  coins  and  the  dollar  coins 
was  reduced  in  size  to  32MM.  The  design  remained  the  same 
with  Queen  Elizabeth  II  the  obverse  and  the  canoe  in  the 
reverse.  While  designed  for  circulation,  they  like  the  Ike  Dollar 
in  the  States,  were  mainly  used  for  birthday  and  anniversary 
gifts. 

In  some  years,  to  obverse  special  events  in  Canadian  history, 
the  reverse  was  changed  to  commemorate  the  event.  This 
occurred  in  1970,  1971,  1973,  1974,  1982  and  1984.  In  1982 
and  1984,  the  mint  struck  both  the  commemorative  issue  along 
with  the  regular  canoe.  The  obverse  was  slightly  modified  in 
1975  when  a  smaller  bust  of  the  Queen  was  placed  on  the  coins. 
Thus  the  coins  struck  from  1967  though  1975  are  referred  to  as 
the  large  bust  issues  while  those  after  are  called  the  small  bust 
issues,  a  few  years  also  had  minor  die  varieties. 

The  series  came  to  an  end  in  1987  when  the  government 
decided  to  retire  the  dollar  bill  and  replace  it  with  a  smaller 
dollar  denominated  coin.  On  the  new  coin,  the  canoe  reverse 
was  replaced  with  a  depiction  of  a  Loon  Bird,  the  coin  was 
made  smaller  and  struck  in  aureate  (gold  color). 

This  series  of  nickel  dollars  is  not  widely  collected,  perhaps 
because  no  album  company  has  made  the  appropriate  holder.  A 
collector  can  make  his/her  own  album  using  a  blank  binder  that 
will  hold  coins  of  32mm  or  larger.  Except  for  the  1987  issue 
with  a  mintage  of  287,300,  all  of  the  other  dates  had  mintages  is 
excess  of  a  million.  Here  is  a  complete  collection  that  is  not  too 
difficult  to  put  together  and  is  pleasing  to  the  eye  when  finished, 
why  not  try  it.

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GERMAN  NOTGELD  COINS

1918  was  not  a  good  year  for  Imperial  Germany.  The  Kaiser’s 
forces  were  losing  the  war  and  shortages  were  a  way  of  life. 
The  German  spirit  and  the  country  were  dying.  The  economy 
was  in  chaos  and  good  money  was  disappearing.  The 
magnificent  and  well — struck  gold  and  silver  coins  of  the 
German  States  and  the  empire  were  giving  way  to  a  unique 
coinage  brought  about  by  World  War  I. 

These  new  coins  were  issued  by  cities,  businesses,  POW  camps, 
societies,  and  individuals  and  by  just  about  anyone  with  the 
equipment  to  mint  them.  Most  were  made  of  iron,  zinc, 
aluminum,  and  porcelain,  although  some  precious  metal 
patterns  exist.  (Note  the  paper  notgeld  of  this  era  served  the 
same  purpose  as  the  coins.) 

This  form  of  coinage  was  given  such  names  as  kreigsgeld, 
notmunzen  and  notgeld.  They  were  issued  in  a  wide  variety  of 
sizes  and  shapes.  With  the  exception  of  later  issues,  most  had  a 
face  value  of  1,5,  10,  20,  and  50  pfenning.  Designs  of  these 
coins  include  local  landmarks,  myths,  animals,  tradesmen, 
famous  people  and  local  city  seals. 

Notgeld  coins  were  issued  by  hundreds  of  agencies  and  a 
complete  collection  of  German  notgeld  coins  would  be  a  vast 
undertaking. 

Since  most  notgeld  coins  were  issued  in  steel  and  zinc,  rust  and 
corrosion  are  encountered  more  often  than  wear  and  damage.  It 
is  easy  to  find  the  common  issues  in  high  grade.  Since  notgeld 
coins  are  not  a  popular  area  of  specialization  they  are  frequently 
found  in  “junk  boxes”  at  coin  shops.  There  are  a  variety  of 
guidebooks  on  notgeld  coins  but  most  are  out  of  print.  The  two 
easiest  to  find  are  DieNotmunzend  der  Deutschen  Stadte,  etc. 
by  W.  Funck  and  Emergency  coins  of  Germany  by  R  Upton.  A 
valuable  aid  is  the  Numismatic  Dictionary  German — English  by 
H.  Krause.

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Those  Fascinating  Error  Coins 

by  Debbie  Williams 

Error  coins  have  intrigued  me  for  a  long  time,  but  I  only  discovered  recently 
just  how  much  tun  collecting  these  fascinating  oddities  could  be.  I  collect 
both  error  and  variety  coins  but  tend  to  favor  errors  for  a  couple  of  reasons 
For  one  thing,  each  error  coin  is  unique.  Several  may  look  similar,  but 
technically,  each  is  created  individually  and  is  therefore  a  “one  of  a  kind.” 
Also,  an  error  on  a  coin  is  generally  large  enough  to  see  and  appreciate 
without  magnification. 

While  error  and  variety  coins  are  somewhat  related,  they  are  different.  An 
error  is  unique  to  a  specific  coin  and  occurs  either  during  the  striking  or  the 
planchet  making  process.  On  the  other  hand,  a  variety  normally  occurs  on  a 
group  of  coins.  Depending  on  the  particular  circumstances,  the  group  can 
range  anywhere  in  number  from  a  few  to  millions.  Varieties  are  most  often 
the  result  of  the  mint  making  a  change  to  its  equipment,  either  the  hub  or  die, 
used  during  production. 

There  are  many  types  of  error  coins  available  Listed  below  are  a  few  that  is 
inexpensive  yet  interesting  and  would  be  a  nice  addition  to  any  collection. 

The  Incomplete  Planchet— The  term  “clip”  is  a  nickname  often  used  for  an 
Incomplete  Planchet.  Technically,  this  is  an  incorrect  reference  because  it 
indicates  that  a  portion  of  the  coin  was  “clipped  away.”  But  in  actuality,  the 
missing  portion  never  existed.  Regardless,  most  collectors  are  happy 
accepting  the  term  clip  and  the  two  terms  are  used  interchangeably. 

Incomplete  Planchets  occur  when  the  rolled  out  sheets  of  metal  used  for 
punching  out  blanks  are  fed  into  the  blanking  press  incorrectly  and  the 
punches  overlap  or  if  the  metal  strip  is  not  the  proper  length  or  width.  It  is 
especially  important  to  learn  the  characteristics  of  this  particular  error  since  it 
is  very  easy  for  a  deceptive  person  to  actually  “clip  away”  a  portion  of  a 
normal  coin.  Most  importantly,  on  an  Incomplete  Planchet  there  will  always 
be  a  sort  of  stretching  of  the  coin’s  design  right  at  the  edge  of  the  area  where 
the  metal  is  missing.  Also,  look  for  what  is  termed  the  Blakesley  Effect.  This 
effect  can  occur  when  the  incomplete  blank  goes  through  the  upsetting  mill. 
(The  machine  that  forces  metal  up  to  create  the  rim  which  transforms  a  blank 
disk  into  a  planchet.)  When  the  blank  disk  travels  through  the  upset  mill  there 
is  a  lack  of  pressure  in  the  area  where  the  metal  is  missing.  This  lack  of 
pressure  often  causes  a  weak  area  on  the  rim  directly  across  from  the  clip 
The  Blakesley  Effect  is  present  when  this  weakness  remains  even  after  the 
planchet  is  struck  and  becomes  a  coin.  Unfortunately,  not  all  incomplete 
planchets  have  the  Blakesley  Effect.  But,  if  the  Blakesley  Effect  is  present,  it 
confirms  the  error’s  authenticity. 

Off  Center  Coins— An  Off  Center  Coin  is  struck  when  the  upper  and  lower 
dies  come  together  with  a  misaligned  planchet  between  them.  As  a  result,  the 
portion  of  the  planchet  that  does  not  come  between  the  dies  remains  blank 
and  does  not  receive  the  intended  design.  Off  Center  errors  are  so  popular 
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and  widely  collected  that  a  system  was  created  where  each  coin  can  be 
identified  as  to  its  design  location  in  reference  to  the  face  on  a  clock.  Some 
collectors  put  together  an  entire  circular  set  of  Off  Center  coins  using  this 
system. 

Misaligned  Dies— If  only  one  side  of  the  coin  is  off  center  and  the  other  side 
is  normal,  the  error  is  caused  by  a  misaligned  die  rather  than  a  misaligned 
planchet.  This  error  would  be  appropriately  termed  a  Misaligned  Die  Error. 
Broadstrikes--A  Broadstrike  occurs  when  a  planchet  is  accidentally  struck 
without  the  presence  of  the  retaining  collar.  The  retaining  collar  is  mounted 
on  a  spring  to  prevent  damage  to  the  mint’s  equipment  in  case  of  an  accident. 
Occasionally,  something  does  go  wrong  and  the  retaining  collar  fails  to  do  its 
job.  Without  the  collar  in  place  to  retain  the  coin’s  edge,  the  force  created 
when  the  upper  and  lower  dies  come  together  cause  the  coin  to  spread  out 
like  a  pancake.  Since  the  collar  is  not  present  to  retain  and  form  the  coin’s 
rim,  a  Broadstrike  never  has  the  intended  edging.  However,  they  do  have  the 
full  obverse  and  reverse  design.  Sometimes  the  collar  jams  in  a  manner  where 
it  rises  but  not  to  its  full  position.  This  mishap  causes  what  is  referred  to  as  a 
Partial  Collar  Strike.  In  this  instance,  a  portion  of  the  rim  spreads  and  the 
other  portion  is  retained. 

Missing  Clad  Layer— When  clad  coins  were  introduced  in  1 965,  a  new  type 
of  error  was  created.  This  error  is  referred  to  as  The  Missing  Clad  Layer 
Error.  Clad  coins  are  produced  by  sandwiching  a  pure  copper  core  between 
two  layers  of  clad  alloy  which  consists  of  25%  nickel  and  75%  copper.  If  an 
impurity  such  as  a  speck  of  dirt  or  grease  gets  trapped  between  the  three 
layers,  the  layers  may  not  bond  to  each  other  properly.  This  defect  can  cause 
the  outer  clad  layer  to  completely  break  away  and  expose  the  inner  copper 
core.  The  appearance  of  the  Missing  Clad  Layer  Error  varies  depending  on 
whether  the  clad  layer  detached  before  or  after  the  coin  was  struck.  If  the 
clad  layer  detaches  and  exposes  the  copper  layer  before  the  coin  is  struck, 
both  the  clad  and  copper  sides  are  likely  to  have  an  almost  normal  strike.  If 
the  clad  layer  detaches  after  the  coin  is  struck,  the  side  with  the  copper  core 
exposed  will  still  have  the  design  present  but  it  will  be  weaker  than  normal 
since  the  copper  side  was  not  directly  struck  by  the  dies.  The  clad  side  will  be 
normal.  The  single  “detached  layer”  is  also  considered  an  error  in  its  own 
right. 

Laminations— The  lamination  error  is  also  caused  by  the  interference  of 
impurities  within  the  coin’s  metal.  This  error  is  unique  in  the  sense  that  the 
impurities  become  trapped  while  the  metal  is  still  in  a  liquid  (molten)  form.  As 
a  result,  defective  planchets  are  created  which  may  develop  varying  degrees 
of  cracking,  flaking,  and  peeling.  Often  the  surface  simply  looks  rough  and 
scaly,  but  sometimes  pieces  of  metal  will  completely  detach  This  cracking, 
flaking,  or  peeling  can  occur  before  or  after  the  coin  is  struck.  A  portion  of 
the  design  may  be  missing  if  the  problems  occur  after  striking  My  favorite 
version  of  the  Lamination  error  is  a  clamshell.  Here  the  two  halves  of  a  coin 
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split  and  separate  yet  a  portion  at  one  edge  stays  intact.  The  result  is  a  coin, 
which  resembles  an  open  clamshell. 

The  Cud  Error— The  cud  error  is  created  when  a  planchet  is  struck  by  a 
cracked  die.  When  a  portion  of  the  distressed  die  breaks  away  the  metal  can 
not  be  retained  properly  and  excess  metal  is  allowed  to  flow  into  the  void 
area.  If  a  die  break  is  small,  the  extra  metal  may  flow  onto  the  rim  only.  On  a 
larger  break  the  metal  flows  over  the  rim  and  onto  the  design  area  of  the  coin. 
The  cud  will  be  missing  the  intended  design  since  that  portion  of  the  die  was 
missing  when  the  coin  was  struck.  An  exception  to  this  rule  is  the  Retained 
Cud  Error,  which  is  created  when  the  broken  portion  of  the  die  is  obstructed 
and  unable  to  fall  away.  Since  this  interference  is  likely  caused  by  the  presence 
of  the  collar,  retained  cuds  are  usually  found  on  the  reverse  side  of  a  coin. 
This  version  of  the  cud  is  likely  to  have  a  distorted  design  present. 

Error  coins  can  occasionally  be  found  in  pocket  change.  Those  which  are  the 
intended  size  or  smaller  are  more  likely  to  slip  through  processing  and  enter 
circulation.  Coins  that  turn  out  to  be  larger  than  intended  are  likely  to  be 
trapped  and  withdrawn  either  before  they  leave  the  mint  or  by  employees  of 
various  financial  institutions.  When  purchasing  error  coins,  a  dated  coin  is 
always  more  desirable  than  one  with  the  date  obliterated.  And  finally,  the 
larger  the  geometric  size  of  a  coin,  the  more  scarce  and  valuable  an  error  on 
that  coin  will  be.  For  example,  as  a  general  rule,  a  half-dollar  is  more 
desirable  than  a  quarter  dollar  with  a  similar  error  and  a  quarter  more  so  than 
a  dime. 

These  are  only  a  few  tips,  but  a  lot  of  excellent  information  is  readily 
available.  The  Combined  Organizations  of  Numismatic  Error  Collectors  of 
America  (CONECA)  is  a  national  numismatic  organization  which  focuses  on 
variety  and  error  collecting.  The  club’s  journal  Errorscope  is  filled  with 
valuable  information.  Their  website  can  be  located  at  www.conecaonline.org. 
The  Error  Coin  Encyclopedia  by  Arnold  Margolis  is  a  fabulous  reference 
guide.  Not  only  does  the  book  supply  detailed  information  about  the  error 
coins  themselves  but  also  about  the  modem  minting  process.  And,  it  is 
definitely  worth  investing  a  little  time  to  learn  the  minting  process.  This 
knowledge  provides  a  fuller  understanding  and  appreciation  for  error  coins  as 
well  as  many  other  aspects  of  the  hobby.

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UNITED  STATES  COINS — A  “ PRIMER ” 
BUST  HALF-DIMES 

The  half  dime  denomination  was  authorized  April  2,  1792,  by 
Congress,  making  it  one  of  the  initial  denominations  authorized  for 
currency  in  the  United  States.  The  1792  pattern  issue  is  also  known  as 
the  Martha  Washington  half  disme.  According  to  some  sources,  it  may 
be  Martha  Washington,  the  wife  of  our  first  president,  who  was  the 
model  for  the  Birch  1792  half  disme.  It  is  generally  accepted  that  U.S. 
coinage  began  in  1793,  with  the  half  dime  denomination  being 
produced  beginning  in  the  following  year.  There  is,  however,  some 
evidence  the  1792  half  disme  was  meant  to  be  the  first  regular  issue 
U.S.  circulation  coin. 

In  the  annual  address  given  by  Washington  on  Nov.  6,  1792,  the 
president  included  the  statement,  "There  has  been  a  small  beginning  in 
the  coinage  of  half  dimes,  the  want  of  small  coins  in  circulation 
calling  the  first  attention  to  them."  The  denomination  was 
traditionally  accepted  to  begin  for  circulation  purposes  in  1794.  The 
Flowing  Hairstyle  coin  designed  by 
Robert  Scot  rather  than  the  design 
initiated  by  Birch  appears  on  the  new 
denomination.  The  Scot  design  was 
deliberately  used  on  all  silver 
denominations  of  the  time  in  an  attempt 
to  standardize  their  appearance.  This 
concept  of  identical  designs  for 
identical  metal  composition  coins  was 
used  throughout  most  of  the  19th  century  on  circulation  American 
coins.  Liberty  faces  right  on  the  obverse  with  hair  flowing.  There  are 
eight  stars  behind  her  and  seven  to  her  right.  The  "small"  eagle,  a 
rather  malnourished  appearing  bird,  is  shown  to  be  perched  on  a  cloud 
on  the  reverse.  The  Flowing  Hair  design  was  only  struck  in  1794  and 
1795.  The  reasoning  behind  why  the  design  was  changed  so  quickly  to 
that  of  the  Draped  Bust,  Small  Eagle  (also  by  Scot)  beginning  in  1796 
appears  to  have  been  lost.  The  design  used  on  the  half  dimes  of  1796 
and  1797  followed  suggestions  made  by  artist  Gilbert  Stuart,  the  man 
whose  painting  of  Washington  is  the  model  for  the  vignette  on  the 
current  dollar  bill. 

The  Draped  Bust,  Small  Eagle  design  also  proved  to  be  a  two-year 
type  design.  The  Small  Eagle  reverse  was  continued  in  1797,  then  no 
half-dime  denomination  coins  were  struck  again  until  1800.  When 
production  of  the  coin  resumed  the  denomination  was  still  produced 
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of  .8924  fine  silver  with  a 
weight  of  20.8  grains, 
however  the  Great  Seal  of 
the  United  States  (better 
known  to  collectors  as  the 
Large  Eagle)  was  now 
used  for  the  reverse  design. 

This  time  the  denomination  was  struck  annually  through  1805. 
Production  then  ceased 
until  1829.  The  William 
Kneass  design  adopted 
from  a  design  by  Robert  |&1 

Reich  introduced  on  the 
1 829  half  dime  is  known 
as  the  Capped  Bust  X.  i 

design.  The  ~  denomination 

appears  on  the  coin  for  the  first  time,  being  expressed  in  abbreviated 
form  as  five  cents.  An  eagle  with  a  shield  appears  on  the  reverse 
beginning  in  1829.  The  design  was  continued  through  1837,  then 
replaced  with  the  Christian  Gobrecht  design  of  Seated  Liberty  with  the 
denomination  expressed  with  the  words  "half  dime"  appearing  on  the 
reverse  for  the  first  time  during  that  year.  Both  the  Capped  Bust  and 
Seated  Liberty  designs  were  used  for  half  dimes  struck  during  1837.

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THE  NEW  STATE  QUARTERS 

In  2001,  our  third  year  for  the  state 
quarter  program,  we  saw  the  last  of 
the  thirteen  colony  states  issued.  On 
January  2,  the  New  York  quarter, 
honoring  the  statue  of  Liberty  with 
the  legend  “Gateway  to  Freedom  ’ 
was  released.  North  Carolina  was 
released  on  March  12  and  honored  the  first  flight  at  Kitty  Hawk. 
The  third  quarter  of  the  year  was  released  on  May  2 1  and  was 
the  Rhode  Island  quarter  which  had  a  sailboat  to  honor  “the 
Ocean  State.”  The  Vermont  quarter's  reverse  features  the  profile 
of  Camel's  Hump  Mountain  and  maple  trees  with  sap  buckets 
with  the  legend  “freedom  and  unity”  Was  released  on  August 
6.  The  last  quarter  of  2001  was  released  on  October  15  and  was 
the  Kentucky  quarter  which  features  Federal  Hill,  or  "My  Old 
Kentucky  Home,"  with  a  race  horse  behind  a  fence,  honoring 
thoroughbreds  and  Steven  Foster’s  song  “My  Old  Kentucky 
Home” 

In  2002,  we  will  see  Tennessee,  Ohio,  Louisiana,  Indiana  and 
Mississippi.  The  Tennessee  quarter,  the  first  to  be  released  will 
probably  feature  a  tribute  to  the  states  rich  musical  heritage. 
The  Ohio  quarter,  slated  to  be  released  in  March  will  have  an 
early  Wright  Flyer,  developed  by  Wilbur  and  Orville  Wright 
and  an  Apollo-era  astronaut  superimposed  over  an  outline  of  the 
state.  The  legend  reads  “Birthplace  of  Aviation  Pioneers.” 
Louisiana’s  quarter  to  be  released  in  May  will  feature  a  brown 
pelican  and  celebrate  the  Louisiana  Purchase.  A  trumpet  with 
three  musical  notes  is  also  featured.  Indiana’s  quarter,  to  be 
released  in  the  summer  will  have  an  Indy  racecar  theme  with 
the  legend  “Crossroads  of  America.  ”  The  Mississippi  quarter 
will  probably  feature  the  states  flower  and  bird,  the  magnolia 
and  the  mockingbird.

E.E.  CLAIN-STEFANELLI 

ANS  Executive  Director  Ute  Wartenburg  reported  that  Elvira 
Eliza  Clain-Stefanelli  died  Oct.  1,  2001  of  cardiac  arrest.  Mrs. 
Stefanelli  retired  in  2000  as  the  Senior  Curator  of  the  National 
Numismatic  Collection  in  the  Numismatics  Division  of  the 
National  Museum  of  American  History,  Smithsonian 
Institution,  Washington,  DC.  She  was  at  the  Smithsonian  for 
forty  years,  and  was  responsible  with  her  husband  Vladimir  for 
organizing  and  building  up  the  National  Numismatic 
Collection.  She  survived  a  Nazi  concentration  camp  in  WWH 
Europe,  moved  to  Rome,  and  learned  numismatics  there.  In 
New  York  she  and  her  husband  worked  for  Stack's  and  started 
the  Coin  Galleries  division  there.  Her  most  recent  publication 
was  "Life  In  Republican  Rome  On  its  Coinage",  a  lavishly 
illustrated  discussion  of  the  themes  which  appear  on  the 
coinage  of  the  Roman  Republic,  published  in  1999.  Her  major 
contribution  to  the  science  of  numismatic  literature  was  her 
classic  "Numismatic  Bibliography",  published  in  1985.
